LONDON, June 22—(AP)—Gen, Jan Christiaan Smuts, 
prime minister of the Union of South Africa, announced to- 
day that, although “substantial numbers” of South African 
troops were captured at’Tobruk, most of the force from 


South Africa remained intact 
the BBC said. 


“These units, together with the 
reinforcements which South 


Africa wil now provide, will play 
a vital part in the defence of 
Egypt and in the ultimate wrest- 
ing of Libya from Axis control,” 
BBC quoted Gen. Smuts as saying, 

Another BBC broadcast said that 
although Axis shelling of Tobruk 
harbor made it impossible to em- 
bark troops, four supply ships es- 
caped from the port during the 
fight, saving their cargoes of war 
material. 

The broadcast quoted a dispatca 
from Cairo that “British, South 
African and Indian troops were 
strenuously engaged in the work of 
demolition, and they may have 
been more successful in destroying 
stores and equipment than might 
have been expected considering the 
shortness of the time at their dis- 
posal.”

The message contained “a re- 
newed expression of our admiration 
for the magnificent defence of your 
armed forces, guerilla bands and 
civilian workers” and expressed the 
conviction that “those achievements 
will be equalled and surpassed in 
the coming months.” 

Mr. Churchill recalled that Brit- 
ain soon would enter her fourth 
year of the war. 

He told the Soviet premier the 
Anglo-Russian 20-year pact re- 
flected the progressive strength- 
ening of relations between the 
two countries during the past 
year and said: 

“That treaty is a pledge that we 
shall «confound our enemies and 
when the war is over build a sure 
peace for all freedom-loving peo- 
ples.”

In the south, where the Russians 
had dropped back to the central 
lines, a furious battle was reported

IN OUTER DEFENCES

Where a year ago the German 
armies struck against Russia dur- 
ing the night, this, year, according 
to today’s mid-day communique of 
the Soviet information bureau, “no 
significant changes took place at the 
front” in the hours of darkness. 

There were scattered local en- 
gagements all along the 2,000-mile 
front from the Ukraine to the far 
north on the anniversary of Hitler's 
fateful plunge into this country, bu: 
Russian attention was centred on 
the roaring battle in the Crimea, 
now in its 18th day. The Germans 
first laid siege to Sevastopol Nov. 7, 
1941, but the. current offensive 
there started June 5. 


It was announced the enemy 
had succeeded in driving a wedge 
into the Russian defences at Se- 
vastopol. Location of this German 
salient was not given, but the 
Germans were pressing strongly 
from both north and south of the 
Black Sea base, 

Front dispatches said seven Axis 
divisions, about 100,000 men, already 
had been wiped out in the wild 
hand-to-hand fighting, the sustained 
artillery barrages and the ceaseless 
attacks and counterattacks, These 
accounts said the superior weight of 
the enemy had forced the Red army 
back to its central defence lines in 
the southern zone of fortifications,

WASHINGTON, June 22—(AP) 
—Vital conferences between 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt were describ- 


@d today by the White House as 
Progressing day and night in 4 
“very satisfactory way” and it 
was disclosed the two United 
Nations leaders expected to issue 
& joint statement later on. 

They are conferring together and 
with military, naval and air experts 
of both countries, 

This much was revealed by pre- 
sidential secretary Stephen Early. 
But he had nothing to add on 
specific details of the conferences, 
such as whether the two leaders 
were focusing their attention prim- 
arily on the question of opening a 
second fighting front in Europe or 
on possible steps to stave off an 
even more decisive defeat at the 
hands of the Axis armies in North 
Africa, 

The statement from Early that 
conferences still were continuing 
was the first word about the secret 
deliberations of the President and 
Churchill since the latter arrived 
in this country Thursday.

BOMB TOBRUK AREA

‘Liberal Magna Carta’ For Free 
France Is Framed By De Gaulle 


LONDON, June 22— (CP) — 
Free French sources sald today 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle soon will 
announce a “Liberal Magna 
Carta" outlining a Free French 
political platform which will have 
the support ef all underground 
organizations in France, 

These sources said the statement, 
which would make the Free French 
a political as well as a military 
force, was compiled with the aid 
of France's underground leaders in 
a series of secret communications 
with Nazi-occupied Europe over a 
period of four months, 


To silence criticism that the Free 
French movement is not represent- 
ative of alj political factions, Gen. 
de Gaulle sent to France by a secret 
route a document outlining his 
Political beliefs, the sources said. 
APPROVED BY MOST 

The document was circulated 
among leaders of the anti-Nazi 
French from Communists to clerics, 
Changes were suggested and sent 


to England, where they were ap- 
proved by de Gaulle, 
The revised Political platform 


was then returned to France for 
approval. 

It was understood that all 
French parties approved the de 
Gaulle stand except the Commu- 
nists who, while supporting him 
unreservedly, said they were not 
wholly in agreement with some 
of his postwar plans. 

Hig statement is expected to pro- 
vide for an election of a “parlia- 
mentary” government after the war 
and to demand the punishment of 
the French Fascist groups which 
paved the way for Germany's vic- 
tory.

Japanese Base 
Established On 
Kiska Island 


WASHINGTON, June 22— 
(AP)—The United States 
navy announced yesterday 
that the Japanese have put 
forces ashore at Kiska Island 
and apparently are attempt- 
ing to establish some soft of 
base on that Aleutian island 
only 585 miles from the 
navy’s Dutch Harbor base. 


This second enemy foothold In 
the Western Hemisphere was 
made known in a communique 
which said that army bombers, 
raiding the harbor at Kiska, had 
sunk a transport and apparently 
hit a cruiser. 

“Tents and minor temporary 
structures were observed to have 
been set up on land,” the commun- 


ique said. 
This indicated that the enemy 
had made some progress since 3 


navy communique June 12 reported 
Japanese ships in the harbor at 
Kiska and the landing of small 
enemy forces at Attu, The latter 
island is about 275 miles west of 
Kiska in the Aleutian chain which 
stretches out from Alaska toward 
Japan. 


WEATHER HAMPERS 

In reporting the army bomber 
raid, the navy’s communique—its 
first in a week on developments in 

the Aleutians—observed that oper- 
ations against the Japanese “con- 
tinued to be restricted by consid- 
erations of weather and great dis- 
tances.” 

The raid by army bombers was 
made “within the last few days,” 
the navy said, Its results had not 
been reported previously. 

The hits on the cruiser and the 
sinking of a transport raised the 
announced total of enemy vessels 
sunk or damaged in the Aleutians 
to at least four cruisers, a de- 
stroyer, a gunboat and two trans- 
ports,

HAS FAIR HARBOR 

Kiska not only is nearer Dutch 
Harbor but also has a fair harbor, 
the site of a®* former coaling sta- 
tion for ships, Attu, on the other 
hand, has poor harbor facilities for 
ships of any size. At either place, it 
was believed extensive work would 
be required to provide an air base 


of any consequence, 

A satisfactory temporary base 
might be set up at Kiska, however, 
by the use of steel landing mats, 

Kiska Island, about 20 miles 

fong, has a high mountain back- 
bone whose greatest elevation is 
a northern peak of more than 
4,000 feet. The harbor, on the 
east-central coast, is broad and 
deep.

Tt was not known when full de- 
ta'la of the shelling would come 
from the remote west coast area 
where Estevan Point's rocky pro- 
montory sticks six miles out into 
the Pacific. On the point is a 
lighthouse but apparently the 
radio station was the object of 
the submarine's attack, 


Barren, rocky Estevan Point has 
no telephone communication, it 
can be reached only by a weekly 
boat, or by a special plane. A reéf 
extending along the offshore wat- 
era makes Estevan Point a danger 
place for ships, and supplies are 
brought into the small settlement 
by tender from Hesquiant village, 
six miles away, where a regular 
coastal steamer calls once a week.

Britain Urged To Reveal Ship Losses 


* 


Commons Warned People 
To Receive Nasty Shock 
Soon Unless Enlightened 


By DOUGLAS AMARON 
LONDON, June 22.—(CP)—The gravity of the Allied 
shipping situation is turning public opinion against the 
secrecy shrouding British losses. Pressure is being brought 
to bear on the government to release the figures as a spur 


to the nation. 

The Admiralty declines to an- 
nounce the losses on the grounds 
that they give the enemy informa- 
tion. Until recently this policy 
had been accepted without critic- 
ism but statements in the United 
States have brought demands that 
Britain disclose her losses. 

Emmanuel Shinwell, Labor mem- 
ber for Seaham, raised the question 
in the House of Commons last week, 
arguing that since announcements 

,have been made in the United 
tates, the British people, too, 
should be told of the situation’s 
gravity. 

SHOCK COMING 

Earl' Winterton, Conservative 
member for Worthing, contended 
that unless the public are told they 
will get “one of the nastiest shocks 
of their lives in the next few 
months.” 

Dominions Secretary Clement Att- 
Jee replied that United States an- 
nouncements do not affect “the 
validity of the reasons given before 
for non-publication by this coun- 
try,” but agreed to consider pub- 
lication of figures up to the end 
of March and said he would discuss 
with A. V. Alexander the possibility 
of the First Lord of the Admiralty 
making a statement in the House. 

The Commons debate was fol- 
lowed -by editorial demands for 
the figures, The Daily Express 
declaring that showing the people 
the full extent of the job they 
have to do ts the chief way of 
rousing energy to build more 
ships on the scale now required. 
The Mirror echoed The Express’ 

sentiment while The Mail declared: 

“Had the Allies published statis- 
tics of their shipping losses every 
month since America entered the 
war, we believe both preventive 
measures and new construction 
would have been forced through by 
public opinion much faster than 
actually has been the case. The 
position has worsened considerably 
with the result the war will last 
much longer than it might other- 
wise have done.” 


KEY TO STRATEGY 

Shipping is one of the keys to 
future Allied strategy for without 
ships no real offensive can be 
mounted. Men are being trained 
and weapons produced, but before 
they can be used there must be 
ships to carry them to the war 
fronts. 

Informed opinion here is that the 
shipping problem is one of the main 
items on the agenda for discussion 
between Prime Minister Churchill 
and President Roosevelt in the 
United States. Plans for a second 
front on the continent are being 
prepared but no such front will be 
opened until there is assurance that 
an invasion will succeed. 

An invasion of the continent 
would have to be on a large scale 

to achieve its purpose and this 
would take many ships, In addi- 
tion the supply lines to other war 
theatres have to be maintained. 

Rommel's success in Libya has 
placed a further strain on Allied 
shipping resources. The Germans 
and Italians now are in a better 
position to strike from the air at 
Mediterranean convoys, increasing 
the difficulties of supplying Syria, 
Egypt, Malta and Tobruk. 

MORE U-BOATS 

Each month sees more U-boats 
sailing into the Atlantic from the 
numerous shipbuilding yards now at 
Germany's disposal. Britain's de- 
fensive measures have been success- 
ful in the western approaches and 
the war situation there is described 
as “fairly healthy.” 

Losses from air attack have de- 
creased, too, but sinkings still mount 
off the North American seaboard 

The authorities believe defences 
eventually will drive U-boats from 
those waters, too, and United States 
eubmarine hunters are being re- 


inforced. But in the meantime ships | 


are being sunk at a time when the 
loss can be least afforded.

Reserve Units 
Successful In 
City’s Defence 


With 1,300 troops, representing 
all branches of the ground forces,

Every unit in the Canadian Army 
(Reserve) stationed in the city, was 
assigned to duty, all troops turning 
out with complete battle equipment. 
including tin hats and rifles with 
fixed bayonets. 

General headquarters, or the 
nerve centre of the city’s defences, 
wag located in the office of Lt, Col. 
E. Brown, M.M., E.D., area com- 
mandant at the Prince of Wales 
Armory. 


“ATTACK” FOLLOWED 


With a special detail of signallers 
receiving and decoding dispatches, 
Lt. Col, Brown kept in touch with 
the progress of the “attack” on the 
city’s key points and ordered dis- 
patch of various units of troops to 
threatened sectors from special re- 
serve at the Prince of Wales Arm- 
ory. The reservists were hurled to 
the points under severe assault at 
high speed in convoys of trucks. 


All troops carried out their re- 
spective assignments with effi- 
ciency and alacrity and the co- 
ordination of all arms in the de- 
fence of the city was of a high 
order, the area commandant 
stated,

Edmonton's first full-scale raid 
alert designed to familiarize civil- 
jane and workers with A.R-P. 
plans, found the central control 
headquarters down-town working

Twenty telephones were used 
during the period for relaying of 
messages and direction for action, 
with the Veterans’ Volunteer Re- 
serve, fire, police, medical aid, 
rescue party, repair crews, housing 
and military divisions all being ad- 
vised of the nature of the 2,500 inci- 
dents, what services were already 
on the spot and what further assist- 
ance was required, Supplementary 

sevice was provided by messengers 
on bicycles and in cars. 

Ten phones were manned in one 
room, where incoming calls were 
received with the reports filled out 
On message forms, From there they 
were relayed to a plotting officer 
who ,marked the location of the 
incidents on an official A.R-P. map 
of the city, 


PLOTTING OFFICER 

The plotting officer in turn 
handed the report to the controller, 
who noted the report details and 
handed it to officials representing 
the department or branch of service 


which attained to the incident, 
whether medical, police, fire, ward- 
ens or utilities. 

They then made out-going calls 
over 10 more phones contacting their 
squads in all sectors, advising them 
of what action was being taken and 
what further assistance was re- 
quired. 

It was judged that a lapse of 
only 20 minutes occurred between 

the actual incidents and their 
being reported to the nearest 
warden’s post, and to central con- 
trol with a further 20 minutes 
elapsing before the required 
assistance reached the point of 
incidence, 


Wardens in the vicinity of central 
control were on their guard as 
they were elsewhere throughout the 
city and one person equipped with 
a pass, issued by a warden, reported 
having been stopped 16 times in two 
city blocks by wardens demanding 
to see his pass, 

First report received by central 
control of enemy action came at 2:42 
p.m., when a message was received 
that enemy troops had taken over 
the Beverly air raid warden head- 
quarters, This was followed by a 
further report from the sector that 
the Beverly town hall was being 
used for observation purposes and 
that field guns were being used by 
the enemy. 

At 3:24 p.m., central control was 
advised that defence troops were 
moving east and had been seen at 
61 street and 112 avenue. 


ADVANCING ON CITY. 


Beverly reported at 3:29 p.m. ene- 
my advancing on city, and at 3:46 
p.m. the Fort Saskatchewan road 
was reported blocked. 

Successively it was reported that 
the enemy had bombed the street 
railway, at 61 street and 112 avenue, 
at 3:50; communications were down 
and a fire had started at Swift Cana- 
dian at 4:10 pm., that high explo- 
Sives were being dropped through 
the north-east sections of the city, 
and that fifth columnists were aid- 
ing the enemy. 

Bombs were reported falling 
south-west of Clarke stadium at 
4:10 pm., and enemy advance 
north-west of the stadium at 4:22 
P-m., with defence troops reach- 
ing that point two minutes earlier.

The Allied forces in Libya have been 
defeated. Stated in any words, that is 
what the outcome of the fighting amounts 
to. This turn of events is as surprising as 
it is unwelcome. Two weeks ago Rom- 
mel’s offensive was supposed to have been 
definitely blocked far to the west of To- 
bruk, his panzer divisions badly mauled, 
and his problem that of covering his re- 
treat if the Allied ground forces chose to 
follow up their attack, 

The loss of ground is not in itself im- 
portant, except that Tobruk has been 
given up. The sinister feature is 
Cairo’s admission that British tank 
strength is less than Rommel's. In that 
event the Tobruk garrison is in for harder 
fighting than that of last summer; Lon- 
don even hints that the garrison may 
have to be withdrawn and the place given 
up. Otherwise the position now seems to 
be about what it was a year ago, the Al- 
lies holding little ground beyond the 
Egyptian border, 

There is plenty in the despatches to 
indicate that General Ritchie was as 
badly deceived as the correspondents as 
to the strength of Rommel's army, Ob- 
viously he smuggled more men and equip- 
ment across the Mediterranean during the 
winter than the Cairo intelligence depart- 
ment knew about. That department is 

due for a shake-up. 

By what route these reinforcements 
and supplies reached Tripoli can be sus- 
pected, That they were ferried there di- 
rectly by water, with R.A.F. planes and 
scout vessels watching the passage, is 
Bard to imagine, There is room to sua:

1892 — 50 Years Ago 


“ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE LAND OFFICE” 
Continued From Saturday 

The resolutions, signed by the mayor, were 
telegraphed to Ottawa, They declared: 

That the removal of the land and timber 
offices is contrary to the wishes and detrimental 
to the interests of nine-tenths of the population 
of the district; 

That the government be requested to cancel 
the instructions for the removal of the offices, 
and to order the return of the records and furni- 
ture to the Edmonton offices; 

That the local agent had improperly inter- 
ested himself in the removal of the offices and 
that he should be removed; 

That pending receipt of a reply from the de- 
partment of the interior in reference to said re- 
moval, the citizens of Edmonton and vicinity be 
a committee with power to add to their numbers 
to prohibit removal, and that a copy of the reso- 
lutions be wired to the Premier.” 

A citizens’ guard was being formed to hold 
the loaded wagons until answer had been re- 
ceived from Ottawa, when Inspector Piercy 
offered to put on a police guard, which would 
protect the property from injury and at the 
Same time would hold it until word had been 
received from Ottawa. 

This was agreed to 
meeting dispersed, 

Sunday passed quietly, the police guard re- 
maining in charge of the wagons, and a citizens’ 
guard remaining as well, 

This (Monday) morning, Supt, Griesbach 
arrived from Fort Saskatchewan with 20 police- 
men. He left the police at Rat Creek, outside 
the town limits, and came in alone. 

As soon as the arrival of the police was 
known the supposition became general that the 
intention was to forcibly remove the office, To 
meet this possibility Mayor McCauley, Coun- 
cillor Cameron and J. A. McDougall, J.P., issued 
an order calling out the home guards organized 
in '85 by Genera] Strange to keep the peace— 
that is ,the land office, At 1 p.m.,, nearly every 
able bodied man in town—most of them armed 
—appeared at the town clerk's office, ready for 
any event. Up to 4 o'clock the police had not 
appeared and quiet reigned.

Regardiesa of the temporary 
actbacks the two great forces of 
God and Stay of Life will eventu- 
ally see the Allied Nations 
through to victory, George R. 
Jordan, Dallas, Texas, president 
of the International Association 
of Lions, told 400 Lion delegates 


and their wives at the governor's 
banquet, the closing event of the 
three-day convention of Lions of 
Montana and Alberta, at the Mac- 
donald hotel, Saturday night, 

Mr, Jordan, accompanied by Mrs. 
Jordan, arrived in Edmonton by 
plane Saturday from Vancouver. 
He has been attending conventions 
of other districts in Canada and 
the United States. 

He is the supreme head over 155,- 
000 Lions in 4,300 clubs functioning 
in 11 countries, There are 11§ dis- 
tricts in all. 

Julius J, Wuerthner, Great Falls, 
Montana, first governor of District 
No, 37, in 1927, was master of cere- 
moneis during the banquet, and 
Alex Beveridge, Calgary, was song 
leader. 


AWARDS MADE 

Following Mr, Jordan's address, 
awards were made to the Missoula 
and Lethbridge clubs, respectively, 
for covering the greatest distance in 
gross mileage, calculated upon. the 
number of persons coming and the 
distance to come. Other awards 
were also made, 

The international president and 
the retiring governor, W, J, Jame- 
son, each received a pair of Hud- 
son's Bay blankets from the Ed- 
monton club. 

Musical numbers were provided 
by the Lethbridge Quartette and by 
Charles R, Cutts, Billings, Mont, 

Mr, Jordan delivered a stirring 
address outlining the duties of 
Lionism tn wartime and citing the 
record of 69,000 worthwhile ac- 
tivities of Lions Internationa] dur- 
ing the past year “guarding those 
structures that are inhered in us 
and inhered in Lionism”, 

For 25 years Lionism has been an 
institution for service—for good 
government and good citizenship, It 
has promoted world friendship and 
world fellowship, always abiding by 
the philosophy of “strong support- 
ing the weak,” he said. 

“Liberty and intelligence—that fs 
the spirit of our nation, the spirit 
that organized motivates effort, 
Without spirit we cannot have 
equality, without equality we can- 
not have liberty, without liberty we 
cannot have a democracy,” Mr, Jor- 
dan argued, 


DEFINITE CHALLENGE ; 

“We are faced with a definite 
challenge between the iron hand of 
a dictator on one side and our spirit 
of free enterprise on the other. It is 
now one issue, that of freedom ver- 
Sus slavery,” 

Mr, Jordan stated further that 
service is the soul of execution that 
is represented by the Lions and that 
such a spirit will continue because 
right will win over might. 

“We must cling to a changeless 
ideal in a rapidly changing world. 
Eternal principles of freedom and 
independence must be maintained 
through fearless leadership of the 
type that characterized our fore- 
fathers,” he remarked, 

Such a leadership is seen in the 
faces of people in Canada and the 
United States today, Mr, Jordan 
said. . 

He urged that the Lions live by 
the formula of first finding out 
where they fit into the scheme of 
proper prosecution of the war, then 
set themselves to the task of pro- 
secuting the war to the limit of 
their ability.

ASSISTS IN WORK 

Provincial Councils on Nutrition 
have been set up to assist with the 
work of nutrition services, The Al- 
berta Provincial Council on Nutri- 
tion has requested each organization 
which was represented at the initial 
meeting held on February 20 to 
submit a brief one-page report of 
its activities in the field of nutrition. 
When all organizations have report- 
ed their activities a summary will 
be prepared and forwarded to the 
Division of Nutrition Services, Do- 
minion Department of Pensions and 
National Health. Similar informa- 
tion is being requested by the Divi- 
sion of Nutrition Services from each 
of the other provinces. 


PROVINCIAL COUNCILS 

Provincia] councils on nutrition 
will not only distribute educational 
material but will act as “clearing 
houses” on nutrition, assisting and 
advising organizations on how to 
carry on campaigns, and how to 
function to the best advantage. In- 
cluded in the material which will 
be sent out by Dr. L. B. Pett, direc- 
tor of the Division of Nutrition Ser- 
vices, are moving picture films, at- 
tractive and favorable means of in- 
teresting the public. 

It has been shown clearly in nutri. 
tional surveys carried on in Canada 
in recent years that Canadians are 
not well fed. The blame for this 
cannot be -placed entirely upon 
poverty and ignorance.

the batter respect my speed,” says 
the Detroit star.

It's like Ted Williams says 
about Ted Lyons. He throws so 
much junk the batter isn't ready 
when the fast one breezes by. Some 
of his stuff is so slow and lazy it 
makes his fast ball seem much 
faster than it is. The secret of hit- 
| ting is timing, and it's up to the

does his by changing speed.” 

Bridges conserves his speed... 
throws no more than 12 or 14 fast 
balls in a game. 


GOOD ASSORTMENT 
| Bridges has such a thorough 
knowledge of pitching and such an 
assortment that he compiled the 
amazing earned-run average of 1.75 
jin winning seven of his first eight 
games. 
| “J often pitch to a good hitter's 
| strength in a clutch,” he explains 

“That would be dangerous against 
a young fellow who is just up there 
trying to hit with nothing much on 
his mind. But I know the good 
| hitter is laying for my best ball and 
expects it, so I frequently cross 
him and catch him off balance with 
a pitch that he ordinarily would 
like.” 
| Bridges stresses that American 
| League competition is inferior to 
former years and includes the Yan- 
kees, 

“It may sound silly,” he smiles, 
|"but records show they aren't the 


Yanks of old. But even at that 
they're pretty good. 
“From a_ pitcher's angle, the 


league isn't what it used to be, 
There are still plenty of heavy hit- 
ters, but the draft and retirement 
of many outstanding players make 
the league inferior.” \ 


ADVISES YOUNG PITCHERS 

This is the best start Bridges 
has ever had, but he doubts that 
he can maintain the pace. 

“My control has been good and 
I've been lucky,” he asserts. 
club has played hard and double 
plays mean a lot. 

“But ask any old-timer. In the 
spring you have control and feel 
good. But when that sun starts 
burning down it saps your strength 
and you can't go the distance.” 

But ‘Bridges’ advice to young 
pitchers is to use their stuff while 
they have it. There is no sense in 
saving it, he points out, for they'll 
lose it eventually, anyway. And 
they have plenty of time to be smart 
after they lose their stuff. 

It takes a lorig time to learn to 
pilch, After 15 years, Tommy 
Bridges is learning something every 
day. 

The trick is for a pitcher to be 
able to think after the bulk of his 
stuff disappears,

Need Develop 
Production To 
Help Security 


The resources and productive 
abilities of the nation must be 
utilized to provide social security 
for every Canadian who is willing 
te work, before a more closely 
integrated nation is to be hoped 
for, Elmer E. Roper, editor of the 
People’s Weekly and prominent 
community worker, told members 
of the Edmonton Kiwanis club at 
their regular weekly meeting at 
the Macdonald hotel on Monday. 

Mr. Roper spoke on “Canada and 
Her Colonies,” and traced the his- 
tory of this country’s progress along 
economic and constitutional lines to 
point out reasons for “its present 
lack of that sort of Canadianism 
which does not comprehend the 
whole of Canada.” 

He cited the basis upon which 
Confederation was founded as one 
reason for the prevalence of Cana- 
dianism which fails to accept the 
problems of every part of Canada 
as the problems of the Canadian 
nation, 

OBJECT OF UNION 

“The object of the union was 
primarily to form an economic front 
for the purpose of exploiting that 
part of the continent which lay west 
of the Great Lakes and north of the 
49th parallel,” Mr. Roper stated. 

The western territories, as a re- 
sult, became colonies in the scheme 
of Canadian constitutional imperial- 
ism, They were regarded as such 

The constitution itself and prob- 
ably more particularly the manner 
in which it has been interpreted, has 
been a factor too, 

Sectionalism, largely political in 
nature, which emphasizes sectional 
problems but insists on maintaining 
petty rights to deal with them in a 
provincial way, is a menace to 
Canadian national unity, Mr. Roper 
explained, 


WRECKED CONFERENCE 

“It was this attitude that wrecked 
the Sirois conference and it will 
wreck any other attempt to make 
the problems of any part of Canada 
the problems of all of Canada,” Mr. 
Roper claimed. 

“If we can make those adjust- 
ments in our national life which 
will eliminate injustices and in- 
equality wherever they exist, we 
may say of this great nation of ours 
what was said of another ‘promised 
land’ in the Holy Bible,” Mr. Roper 
remarked in conclusion.

Not only were 
the main streets in the down- 
town sections empty as a 
ghost town but a _ tour 
through residential sections 
proved that home owners 
were taking the test in deadly 
earnest. 

The greatest credit should go to 
the hard-working Air Raid Pre- 
cautions organization that had the 
city “blanketed” from the market 
square to the most remote suburb, 
Reserve Army units, the Veterans’ 
Volunteer Reserve, the Alberta 
Women’s Service Corps, Legion of 
Frontiersmen, and other organiza- 
tions, also functioned smoothly 
and efficiently. 

Lt.-Col. E. Brown, M.M., E.D., 
who, as Edmonton area command- 
ant, would be directly responsible 
for defence if an enemy attack were 
to occur, paid a high tribute to the 
citizens of Edmonton for their splen- 
did co-operation during the test. 

One short year ago such a test 
would have been treated in the way 
of a joke by many citizens. But with 
Japanese troops in the Aleutians 
and Japanese submarines hurling 
shells on Vancouver Island, people 
here know that the days of immuni- 
ty to attack, because of great dis- 
tance, are past. 

As has been pointed out before 
on many occasions, there is prob- 
ably no immediate danger of air 
raids to inland sections of Canada, 

But if the war continues for a 
year or more the situation is likely 
to be far different. 

In an article dealing with the 
spectacular exploits of air power 
in the Pacific recently, Time 
Magasine of last week. predicted 
that bombing planes with a range 
of 10,000 miles would make an 
appearance next year. 

The cost of tests, such as werc 
made on Sunday, are small, except 
in time and work for the volun- 
teers participating. And this time 
and labor will certainly not be 
wasted if it prepares citizens here 
for a time when they may have to 
undergo the ordeal of actual air 
raids. 


North American centres of pro- 
duction are certain to become the 
most vital targets for attack by the 
Axis unless the United Nations are 
abe to put across a knockout punch 
before winter. 

There is ony one way in which 
the immense production plants of 
this continent can be successfully 
assaulted under present conditions. 
That is by air.

It is taken for granted that 
medical procedure favors the unt- 
versal immunization of children 
from the known dangers of small- 
pox and diphtheria. The President 
of the United States in a recent 
proclamation asked that “all 
children over nine months of age 
be immunized against smalipox 
and diphtheria.” 

C.R.S.. M.D., writes as follows: 
“Why don't you write some articles 
on the attitudes parents take at the 


time their chil- 
dren are being 
given their small- 
pox vaccinations 
and diphtheria 
inoculations; Of 


course it is taken 
for granted that 
they are in favor 
of immunizations, 
It is the psychol- 
ogical reactions 
at the time that 
I have in mind, both when children 
are treated at the doctor's offices 
and at the public clinics. Also, edu- 
cation along the lines of reasons 
for ‘these immunizations.” 


THE RIGHT ATTITUDE 

This department endeavors to 
leave medical problems to the one 
best able to deal with them, which 
is the doctor. But modern and edu- 
cated mothers should know by now 
that there is no reason for them 
to adopt any “attitudes” toward} 
these immunizations except the) 
natural one that they are grateful 
for the boon of these preventatives. 

Those mothers whose children 
have had these immunizations know 
that there is no reaction to the 
diphtheria inoculations (if done 
properly) and nothing like the} 
suffering from sore legs or arms 
in smallpox vaccinations that there) 
used to be.

On April 14, 20 German tanks 
penetrated Tobruk’s outer defences, 
but never were able to consolidate.

Coming west, | 
to Alberta, he taught for a year in 
the school at Mountain View, a| 
town then 75 miles from a railway. 
The following year he was ap- 
pointed principal of the school at 
Cardston. Deciding to follow the 
lead of many other people at this 
time, Mr. Edmonds set off for the 
Klondyke. Die to the early time 
of the year he was not able to get 
to his destination, However, intent 
on seeing the world, he proceeded 
to California, Preferring Canada, 
he returned héme to become head- 
master of Emmanual College.
